Tulip  Classes 

After  the  name  of  each  variety,  we  have  noted  the  Class  to  which  it 
belongs.  This  is  important  as  it  indicates  the  flowering  date  which  should 
be  considered  in  selecting  varieties  and  in  their  arrangement  in  your 
garden. 


EARLY  FLOWERING  TULIPS  —  MAY  1st  to  15th 

Both  single  and  double  varieties  are  to  be  found  in  this  class.  The 
colors  are  bright  and  attractive.  The  stems  are  medium  height,  10"  to 
18".  Very  suitable  for  formal  planting,  the  mass  of  bright  colors  creat¬ 
ing  a  beautiful  effect.  A  few  groups  will  prolong  the  Tulip  season,  and 
add  bright  colors  to  your  garden  at  a  time  when  it  might  otherwise  be 
unattractive. 

Most  varieties  are  suitable  for  flowering  in  pots  in  the  home  and  can 
be  had  in  flower  ahead  of  the  Darwins. 

TRIUMPH  TULIPS  —  MAY  5th  to  18th 

This  class  originated  as  a  result  of  crossing  varieties  of  the  Early- 
Flowering  type  with  various  Late-Flowering  Tulips.  They  are  intermedi¬ 
ate  in  flowering  between  these  two  classes,  which  is  a  desirable  feature. 
In  addition,  the  Triumphs  embrace  the  widest  range  of  colors  of  any  class 
of  Tulips,  and  many  beautiful  color  combinations  are  included.  They 
come  in  both  single  and  double  varieties,  varying  in  height,  some  being 
12  inches  while  others  reach  26  inches. 

LATE  FLOWERING  TULIPS  —  MAY  15th  to  30th 

Among  late  flowering  Tulips,  we  list  the  following  classes. 

Darwin  Tulips.  The  varieties  of  this  class  are  of  comparatively  recent 
introduction,  and  are  unquestionably  at  the  height  of  their  popularity  at 
the  present  time.  Their  chief  characteristics  are  the  cup-shape  of  the 
flower,  fleshy  substantial  petals,  and  long  strong  stems,  averaging  from 
24"  to  36".  The  colors  cover  a  wide  range  and  as  a  rule  the  flower  is  of 
one  solid  color,  though  some  varieties  are  a  combination  of  two  or  more 
shades. 

Certain  varieties  are  especially  fine  for  flowering  in  pots  in  the  home. 
We  will  be  glad  to  furnish  information  in  regard  to  these  upon  request.

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Ideal  Darwins.  These  are  seedlings  of  the  original  Darwins  and  many 
of  the  varieties  are  a  distinct  improvement  over  some  of  the  older  Dar¬ 
wins.  Next  to  increased  size  and  longer  stem,  perhaps  the  greatest  ac¬ 
quisition  is  the  wide  range  of  colors  included  in  these  seedlings.  Lovely 
soft  yellows  and  large  bold  whites  on  long  strong  stems  are  welcome 
additions.  This  year  a  number  of  new  varieties  have  been  added  to  our 
planting. 

Breeder  Tulips.  The  varieties  in  this  class  include  those  soft  and  odd 
shades,  tan,  buff,  bronze,  orange  and  maroon,  which  combine  so  beauti¬ 
fully  with  the  bright  colors  of  the  Darwins  and  Cottage  Tulips.  Some  of 
the  Breeders  are  so  dull  as  to  be  unattractive.  These  have  been  eliminated 
and  only  the  best  Breeders  are  included  in  our  planting. 

They  flower  with  the  Darwins  and  are  identical  in  size  of  flower, 
length  of  stem,  lasting  quality,  etc. 

Cottage  Tulips — Hybrid  Tulips.  (May  12th  to  30th).  Cottage  Tulips 
as  a  class  are  very  old,  and  in  the  old-time  gardens  were  the  ones  mainly 
used.  Many  of  the  original  varieties  are  still  cultivated  and  have  pleas¬ 
ing  qualities.  In  general  they  are  of  medium  height,  16"  to  24".  The 
stems  are  gracefully  slender,  and  the  flower  is  usually  long  and  pointed. 
It  is  natural  that  many  new  and  improved  varieties  would  be  originated 
during  recent  years,  some  as  a  result  of  crossing  with  the  Darwins.  These 
are  classified  as  Hybrid  or  improved  Cottage  Tulips,  and  compare  favor¬ 
ably  in  all  respects  with  the  Darwins  and  Breeders. 

Bizarre,  Bybloemen,  Rembrandt  Tulips.  Also  known  as  Striped  and 
Feathered  Tulips.  They  originate  as  “Breaks”  from  the  Breeder  and  Dar¬ 
win  Tulips.  i 

SPECIE  TULIPS.  (Various  flowering  dates) 

Unlike  the  cultivated  classes  listed  above,  Specie  Tulips  are  really 
wild  Tulips,  most  of  them  natives  of  Central  Asia.  They  include  an  end¬ 
less  variety  of  color,  shape,  size,  height,  and  season  of  bloom.  Dasystemon 
and  Saxatilis  are  so  small  as  to  require  searching  for,  while  others  like 
Greigii  and  Fosteriana  are  as  highly  colored  and  almost  as  large  as  an 
oriental  poppy.

Division  I.  Trumpet  Daffodils.  Distinguishing  character — Trumpet  as 
as  long  or  longer  than  the  perianth  segments.* 

Division  2.  Incomparabilis.  Distinguishing  character — Cup  or  crown  not 
less  than  one-third,  but  less  than  equal  to  the  length  of  the  perianth 
segments. 

Division  3.  Barrii.  Distinguishing  character — Cup  or  crown  less  than 
one-third  the  length  of  the  perianth  segments. 

Division  4.  Leedsii.  Distinguishing  character — Perianth  white  and  cup 
or  crown  white,  cream,  or  pale  citron,  sometimes  tinged  with  pink  or 
apricot.  Cup  or  crown  less  than  equal  to  the  perianth  segments. 

Division  5.  Triandrus  Hybrids.  All  varieties  obviously  containing  N. 
triandrus  blood. 

Division  6.  Cyclamineus  Hybrids. 

Division  7.  Jonquilla  Hybrids.  All  varieties  of  N.  Jonquilla  parentage. 

Division  8.  Tazetta  and  Tazetta  Hybrids.  Including  Polyanthus  or 
Bunch-flowered  Narcissi,  Poetaz  Narcissi  and  Tazetta  Hybrids. 

Division  9.  Poeticus  Varieties. 

Division  10.  Double  Varieties. 

Division  11.  Various  Species  and  Hybrids  which  cannot  be  classed  under 
any  of  the  foregoing  divisions. 

*As  these  perianth  segments  resemble  the  petals  in  regularly  formed 
flowers,  in  our  descriptions  of  varieties,  we  refer  to  them  as  the  perianth 
petals.
